So',‘„ 
we now' bring you the good news 
that God has fulfilled to us, their 
children, the promise that he made to 
our forefathers, by raising Jesus to 
Ilf'*, just as the Scripture says in 
the second psalm, “You are my Son!, 
Today I have become your Father!”

“WORK BOOK” OF 
FRANKLIN FOUND 


By the Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, Jan. 17.—Discovery 
of Benjamin Franklin’s “work book” 
in a dusty attic in Mount Holly, N. J., 
announced on the eve of the celebra­ 
tion today of “Poor Richard’s” birth­ 
day, throws interesting light on the 
early American’s activities in both 
public and 
private 
life. 
For 
one 
thing, it shows that Franklin printed 
1,600 copies of his protest to the 
English 
king 
against 
the 
“stamp 
act.” 
The ledger, missing for nearly a 
century, contains accounts of Frank­ 
lin's print shop when he was in part­ 
nership with David 
Hall, 
Scottish 
printer and covers eight years end­ 
ing in 1766. 
Collectors consider it 


an important find and its value is 
placed at $12,000. 
Scholars and col­ 
lectors had been searching for the 
book for years.

W hat is : 
it? It is the name for a form of com­ 
munity handling of a great problem, 
combining the interests of all social, 
charitable and 
philanthropic 
ag en -; 
cies. 
The movement began some 20 
years ago. 
It was given great impe­ 
tus during the days of the World 
War, when all communities of the 
United 
States 
were attem pting to j 
find one community 
voice 
for the 
handling of great community prob­ 
lems. 
The Community Chest is the 
name given for the piece of machin­ 
ery which in various forms has set 
up for the cooperative, 
centralized 
handling of the directing 
of social,1 
charitable and 
philanthropic 
agen­ 
cies. 
It is a cooperative community 
question and the 
organization 
has 
back of it a definite form of proced-! 
urc. 
Before the plan is adopted in Se­ 
dalia a competent com m ttee should 
investigate the methods of financing 
and organizing Community Chests in 
ether cities and towns. Then, out of 
those various plans and experiences, 
a satisfactory plan could be develop­ 
ed for this city. In its research work 
the committee should be brought into 
close contact with the various char­ 
itable, 
social 
and 
philanthropic 
agencies in the community. It should 
go into the budget system, into the 
administration, into tho 
results of 
these agencies. 
Then it can speak 
not in theory, but in definite facts 
and figures. The committee can then 
talk in term s not of an outsider, but 
as the city’s committee which sat 
around the table voluntarily with the 
representatives of 
these 
organiza­ 
tions, and in a friendly and sincere 
attem pt at practical cooperation, it 
can lay the cards on the table, con­ 
sider all of the facts and conditions 
and arrive at definite and intelligent 
conclusions.

of the conditions that are involved? 
In our last drive we raised $1,275,000 
for the administrations and financing 
of our charitable organization. 
Did 
we raise that money efficiently** Did 
we give it all for charity? No. It has 
cost from 60 to 70 per cent overhead 
in raising this money. It is the sys­ 
tem that is wrong. 
“Some $1,275,000 was contributed 
for the mental, moral and 
physical 
sake of this community, and nearly 
$350,000 was wasted at the outset by 
the expensive overhead in collection. 
Was the amount raised sufficient? 
No, for the $1,275,000 raised was per­ 
haps less than half the 
necessary 
amount to properly do the work that 
these organizations have undertaken. 
Was it raised from the right people? 
No. 
The money that was contribut­ 
ed to meet that great obligation was 
contributed by less than 8000 of our 
people. In other words, one per cent 
of our population undertook to as­ 
sume and carry out the obligation 
for the 1,100,000 who reside here. 
“W hat are the results under a sit­ 
uation such as the Community Chest 
presents? 
The overhead cost is re­ 
duced to 2 per cent in a c o m m u n ity 
of this size. 
The amount of money 
iaised hhs been, in almost every in­ 
stance, a larger increase. 
The peo­ 
ple know' where their money is go­ 
ing, exactly how' it is going to be 
spent, and they give more freely. 
“In Cleveland, 7000 people footed 
the bill before the Community Chest 
was established.

OBITUARIES 


John Cashman. 
John Cashman, well known former 
Sedalia attorney, died at the family 
home, 20 Thornby Place, St. Louis, 
Wednesday morning, after an illness 
of several weeks. 
Mr. Cashman was born in Jefferson 
City, Mo., December I, 1857, and with 
his parents moved to Pettis county 
when he was nine years old. He at­ 
tended school at the Jesuit College, 
St. Mary’s, Kansas, and was admit­ 
ted to the bar in Sedalia in 18S3, and 
became one of the most prominent at­ 
torneys in this city, where he remain- 
led until 1906 when he moved to St.
